The Goettingen codex is valuable, not only 
as being the earliest known record “of a 
series of complete games, but because it is 
the first document is a kind dealing with 

modern game of chess. 

i the Middle Ages, up to about the 

last ‘of: the 15th century, the game of 
chess was played exclusively according to the 

- old Arabian rules. In the Arabian game the 
queen *(fersin, or fers) was the weakest piece 

in the game, being able to move only one 

square at a time, either forwards, backwards, 

or obliquely. She could also move two 

squares from her original position, or from 

any point in the eighth row from which she 

had been transformed from ‘pawn to queen, 

this two-square move being itted in any

LORD TRENCHARD’S VIEW 


Lord Trenchard said that he was a firm 
supporter of the Minister for the Co-ordina- 
tion of Defence, and he resented the criticisms 
that Sir Thomas [nskip was being drawn 
away from how the guns and aeroplanes were 
to be used by the question of how many were 
wanted. The other day he put to a distin- 
guished foreign officer the question whether 
the power of the air was over-rated or under. 
rated. ‘The reply was that if he knew the 
answer to that he would know how the next 
war would start. 
Continuing, Lord Trenchard said that he 
did not think he would be far wrong in say- 
ing that the few bombs which were dropped 
in this country during the Great War in the 
whole of the four years could be dropped in 
six hours continuously for five or six weeks, 
not by 200 or 300 aeroplanes, but by thousands. 
The Navy no longer was our sure shield. 
It was the three Services in co-operation that 
was our sure shield. It we were faced with 
war, and could stave it off for the first ten 
weeks, then we should win. 

As to the incessant propaganda in favour | 
of a separate control for the Fleet Air arm, 
and the threats of resignations from the 
Board of Admiralty, he suggested that that 
blaff should be called once for all. Shore- 
base aircraft efficiency was r cent. more 
than that of carrier craft, which were limited 
by considerations of deck space. In the 
event of war in Europe, the danger would 
come from shore-base aircraft. There was no 
frontier between the sea and the land in the 
air, but a great many people still were 
thinking in terms of land and sea-power.

Dr. A. M. Elhott, Coroner, held three in- 


wridget Graham, aged 14, of Brackaville,

home, and Annie Henry, aged 32, of Kinvey, |

In the case of Bridget Graham, her father, 
Henry Graham, said that on 28th October 
his daughter was in a neighbours house.

Witness wrapped his coat 
around her in an endeavour to put out 
the flames, and a neighbour also put 
a coat around her, but the clothing was 
ractically burned off her. Witness was also 
ly burned, and both were brought to 
Dungannon Hospital. His daughter died on 
3rd November. 

In the case of Annie Henry, the only eye- 
witness of the accident was her three-year-old 
daughter, who informed the jury that her 
mother’s apron caught fire when she was 
putting sticks on the fire. The child added 
that she got water and put iteon her mother’s 
clothing, and later her mother went to bed. 
Dr. F. C. Mann stated that death in each 
case was due to toxemia and cardiac failure 
following extensive burns to the body. 

The jury returned a verdict of accidental 
death in each case.

Of course, luxury and the 
elaborate menu of a large liner would be 
out of the question, but the “ grub”’ 
would be certainly of good quality, and 
one vould get a real glimpse of the world 
quite impossible on a floating palace. 


Clocklike Confusion 


There must be many who, like myself, 
find the morning rush most diverting, and 
the haste less strenuous, with the philo- 
sophy of this thing called Time so

IN THE HOME 


The national, or even the international, 
problem of peace or war was simply an indivi- 
dual problem, and when that blem was 
solved in the home and in the rt of man 
the problem of world peace would be solved 
also.

Peace did not come merely from the passing 
of military and etdniomic measufes, There 
must be positive harmony of trust and co- 
operation between nations. 

Speaking of pore and harmony in the 
home, he said that it was necessary to reach 
a mutual plane of understanding, where dif- 
ferences did not matter and were not re- 
sented. Good-will must be substituted for 
resentment and c ration for opposition. 
In this way not only individuals, but nations, 
would gain confidence in each other; they 
would achieve a level of understanding that 
would transcend the differences between 
them. What a wonderful world it would be, 
he said, if the nations could find that level, 
and what a wonderful Ireland if North and 
South could reach that understanding. 


WORLD'S GREATEST POWER 


Only love would solve the world’s problems. 
Nothing else could change human nature; 
and when that spirit governed their lives, 
prompting their actions for each other’s sake, 
then they might hope for results, but not 
before. Relfiess love was the greatest power

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THE “FIREBALL” OF 
SATURDAY NIGHT 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr,—I have received several inquiries 
about the strange phenomenon which was 
seen by many people about 8.45 p.m. on 
Saturday last, and several newspaper cuttings 
from various sources. At first I was inclined 
to attribute it to '"' ball lightning, | especially 
as there was a good deal of hghtning and 
thunder about at the time. This explanation, 
however, is quite ruled out since it appears 
that the fire was seen from places so 
widely separated as Port Patrick, Dundalk, 
Dundrum, and Delgany. Nothing emanating 
from cléads, wlúch ard never more than a mile 
or two abóve the earth, could have been 
visible over so wide an area. It must, there- 
fore, have been a meteorite of quite unusual 
size and brilliancy, as it lit up the coast 
south of Dublin as vividly as in Wigtown- 
shire, 120 miles away. 

It is to. be hoped that some more, observa- 
tions may come to hand. Had the weather 
been clear enough it probably would have 
been seen over the whole of Ireland and a 
wide area of England and Scotland. Such 
meteors often begin to be luminous -at a 
height of 100 miles or more, and disappear at 
30 to 50 miles. They very seldom reach the 
ground, though they sometimes do. A 
meteoric stone fell in a field near Crumlin, 
County Antrim, several years ago, and is 
now, 1f 1 mistake not, in the Belfast Museum. 
The recent fireball, falling as it did on the 
night of the 14th of November, probably was 
a member of the Leonid meteoric stream, or 
possibly a Taurid. The latter stream, though 
never numerous, produces from time to time 
very large and brilliant fireballs.—Yours, etc.,

IN A STATE OF FEAR 


Everywhere the Jews and Hebrew 
Christians were in a state of fear, which 
showed itself in a hunted look, and they were 

verty-stricken to boot. The Jews had the 

mefit of relief from America and Britain, 
but the non-Aryan Christians depended en- 
tirely on fate and whatever the Alliance could 
do 


“There has been a great movement 
Christianward among the Jews in recent 
years,” he said, “ and with branches in 18 
countries the Alliance is organising the 
Hebrew Christians into self-supporting com- 
munities. Relief centres have been organised 
in Hamburg and Berlin, and also at “ienna, 
Prague, Budapest, Amsterdam and Paris.”’ 

Speaking of the growth of anti-Semitism 
in Europe, he said it was being propagated 
by the new N-zi movement in Austria, and 
the hate had spread to Hungary and 
Rumania. To his great astonishment, he 
said, he had found that 70 per cent. of the 
54 million Jews in Poland were on starvation 
diet. Their condition: was worse even than 
that of the Jews in Germany; for, while the 
Government was not anti-Semitic, it was 
made very clear that there was no room for 
the Jews, and an unjust system of taxation 
was one of the weapons directed against 
them both in Poland and Rrmania. Strangely 
enough, they were given better treatment in 
Russia than in any other country, with the 
exception of Britain. and America, anti- 
Semitism being forbidden by Stalin. 


HITLER’S AIM 


Apart from the Jewish question, the Rev. 
Mr, Peltz is convinced that Hitler is carry- 
ing out his programme to the letter—a Ger- 
man population of 250 millions during the 
next century; the elimination of France as a 
European Power; the absorption of Czecho- 
slovakia, Austria and Hangary; and eventu- 
ally possession of the Ukraine as part of the 
German Empire.

TRUNK ROADS

in their programme. After approving the 
second reading of the Public Order Bil! 
last Monday the House of Commons will 
to-day discuss the second of these bills— 
namely, that which proposes to transfer 
from County Councils to the Ministry of 
Transport the maintenance and improve- 
ment of 4,500 miles of main roads. It 
constitutes a definite break with the, so 
far, unbroken principle that all kinds of 
roads should be a local concern. Never- 
theless, it is not a revolutionary measure. 
The case for a change of this kind has 
been growing ever since some roads 
ceased to serve mainly local needs. It 
has become irresistible since the time 
when, to the easy differentiation between 
roads serving local traffic and roads serv- 
ing through traffic, have heen added the 
facts that the cost of repair and improve- 
ment has risen beyond the capacity of 
unaided local resources, and that the lack 
of uniformity in road construction has 
come to be recognised as a cause of road 
casualties. For these reasons the bill, 
though it marks a significant change in 
the scope of Local Government, is not 
controversial. 

The reform is overdue—even a vast ex- 
penditure upon the roads for the past ten 
years has not made them fit for the service 
which they are called upon to ES 
a service which can only be enlarged by 
the new and urgent necessity of putting

“These works have brought all these 
people here, and something ought to be 
done to find them employment.” The 
King uttered these words during his tour 
of South Wales yesterday, when he was 
oe at one of the t sights in the 
land. It was at Dowlais—the birthplace of 
Bessemer steel—a town which has been 
stricken more heavily by the depression 
than any place in Great Britain.

Somehow that sounded a bit like a 
speech, but, when replying to questions 
and in conversation ‘‘ off the record '— 
remarks not for publication—it was easy 
to see that the “ big man ” (he is well 
over six feet and looks .ust like what one 
would expect the chairman of a big 
American organisation to look like) was 
sincere. 

“The unemployment situation is being 
cleared up. Industry is gradually taking 
care of it, and within a reasonable time 
it will be cleaned up.”’ 


NO FEAR OF COMMUNISM 


He derided any suggestion that the 
Roosevelt Administration was inclined to 
the Left. ‘‘ The danger of Communism in 
America has been over-emphasised, There 
is no danger from it, and it was a false 
issue introduced in the election cam- 

igns.”” 

Mr. Farley says that Post Office receipts 
are the best barometer of business—last 
year the United States Postal Service 
receipts were 10 per cent. better than in 
1934. This year he thinks they will be 
up another 10 per cent. and total about 
700 million dollars.

Democracy lagged two years behind a 
dictator, but when a democracy had 
decided on its course there was no reason 
why it should not be every whit as 
efficient as any dictatorship. 

“Tf I were to describe my broad line 
of policy,” said Mr. Baldwin, “I would 
say that it was pace at almost any price, 
but at the same time to be ready that no 
man might attack us. That means 
sacrifice” He had never believed that 
war was inevitable. Every effort of his 
would be to keep the country out of war. 

Declaring that on éach working day for 
four years past 1,400 more men found new 
employment, Mr. Baldwin said: “ Do not 
think I do not recognise that the unem- 
ployment that exists to-day is a grave 
problem. Do not think that I am satisfied. 
There is a lot more yet to be done before 
I shall be satisfied.”’ 

The problem of the 300,000 persons 
forming the “ hard core’’ of unemploy- 
ment might be with us for some time yet. 
No statesman could rest satisfied until it 
was brought down to something that the 
whole country would recognise as unavoid- 
able. Declaring that to keep democracy 
clean and wholesome it had got to defend 
itself, the Premier said: ' Many of us 
will pay lip service to democracy, but, by 
gum, we are not ready to do anything for 
it or make any sacrifice to keep it alive.”

Mr. MacDERMOT said that he had no

The task of 
abolishing partition, he realised, was by no 
means one that could be accomplished by 
the Government alone; individuals, 
Organisations all through the country 
would have to take part if it was to be 
accomplished successfully. 

However, on March 1, 1933, almost im- 
mediately after the last election, the House 
had agreed unanimously that the reunion 
of the Irish nation, founded on good-will, 
should be the primary object of Govern- 
ment policy, and that every other constitu- 
tional issue should be subordinated 
thereto. That was nearly four years ago, 
and some time in the course of next

A FOOL’S PARADISE 


To his mind partition was an evil not 
only from their point of view, but was 
something that did harm to everyone 
affected by it.

THE ONLY WAY

“I may say immediately,” said Mr.

If that sounds like a 
truism, all I can say is that it is a truism 
which is neglected in 99 per cent. of the 
SHEAN eee that are made on this subject.

That was a contingency which was 
hardly necessary to consider, because any 
British Government could not afford to do 
anything of the kind. A British Govern- 
ment that proposed to do such a thing, in 
his view, would lose the support of almost 
everybody in Great Britain. The: British 
Government had created the problem, and 
they had to admit that if the British 
Government had never sent those people 
over here hundreds of years ago the 
problem of partition would not exist, but 
it was much too late now to think of those 
paople merely as invaders and intruders, 
and to shut one’s eyes to the fundamental 
fact of human nature. It was inconceiv- 
able that the British Government should 
take the course of handing the Northern 
Unionists over against their will when the 
Free State was professing a desire for 
separation from the Commonwealth. 


SUBSIDISING THE NORTH 


It was sometimes said that a great deal 
would be accomplished if the British 
Government stopped subsidising the North. 
The answer to that was that in the first 
place the people of the North would deny 
that they were being subsidised. Te 
financial arrangement between Great 
Britain and Northern Ireland was not 
simple, and it was not easy to say whether, 
in fact, the North was being subsidis.d 
or not. Supposing, however, that by British 
action the Northern Government was 
reduced to a state of financial collapse, 
was there any reason to suppose that the 
result would be the entry of the North 
into a united Ireland? He suggested that 
quite the contrary would be the case, and 
that, if it broke down, Northern Ireland 
would go back to Westminster lock, stock 
and barrel. 

The conception that Great Britain was 
never in the position to offer Home Rule 
to a whole Ireland was wrong. During 
his connection with the Home Rule move- 
ment from 1905 to 1914 he had been by 
no means under the impression then—nor 
was he now—that, provided the fear of 
complete separation from the Empire 
could have been got over, there would 
have been any reluctance on the part. of 
the British electorate to compel Northern 
Ireland to accept the Dominion of Ireland 
and to play their part in that Dominion. 


NORTH LOYALTY 


It was said that the loyalty of which 
the Northern Unionists so often boasted 
was a conditional loyalty, and that on 
various occasions they had threatened, 
after’ something which they disapproved of 
had been done, to discard that loyalty 
altogether. He thought that argument 
was to be received with certain reserva- 
tions; for Catholic Emancipation and the 
Disestablishment of the Church of Ireland 
had been accomplished in spite of these 
threats, and “ Ulster loyalty ” still con- 
tinued. It might be inferred from those 
facts that Ulstermen were not always pre- 
pared to do such desperate deeds as they 
professed to ba prepared for. 

The Home Rule Bill could have been 
enforced - without very much difficulty. 
The reason he laid stress on the 
proposition that Northern [Ireland 
Unionists could not be guaranteed always 
to have matters their own way was that. 
given the necessary conditions, the British 
Government and the British people could 
exercise a great deal of moral compulsion 
on Northern Ireland. At present they were 
being praised by most British politicians 
and the British popular Press as heroes, 
and were being constantly patted on tho 
back and praised for their loyalty. They 
could hardly. be blamed for accepting those 
assurances at their face value, for at the 
very moment when they were threatening 
every sort of treason and rebellion they 
were being assured by men of light and 
leading in Great Britain that they were 
fine fellows, and that they were showing 
the height of devotion to the Crown of 
England. ! 


FACING THE FACTS 


“If they cease to be regarded as heroes 
and begin to be regarded as unreasonable 
in Great Britain. if they find themselves 
meeting with a chilly reception in exalted 
circles, it is far from clear that under 
those circumstances their resistance on any 
sort of accommodation would so em- 
bittered as it has been in otf@P*tircum- 
stances."

There had~been 
an occasion in history when real’ progress 
had been made in establishing co-operation 
between the Northern Unionists and the 
rest of the population. Wolfe Tone gained 
the eonfidence of the most enlightened 
elements in the North, but that success 
of the United Irishmen was broken by 


the outbreak of war between France and | 


England. If we were to win the Northern 
Unionists to-day it would not be by fussing 
after them, but by gaining their con- 
fidence, and by turning their thoughts 
away from the worst things that now 
occupy them towards the better things that 
might occupy them. 

We would have to enlist them, as Tone 
had enlisted them, in a fight for some- 
thing that was worth fighting for. We 
would have to enlist them in_ the 
fight against poverty, class hatred, 
racial hatred, war, and all the evil 
things which afflicted humanity. The 
way to gain the goodwill of the 
Northern Ireland Unionists was, first of 
all, to gain the good-will of the best among 
them, the broadest-minded and those who 
were most free from race hatred, and 
those who realised the. evil of the 
ascendancy spirit. He did not think it 
was at all impossible, if they took the 
right measures and the right attitude, to 
gain the confidence of the best among the 
Northern Unionists, and having gained 
that confidence, to give them a chance to 
extend their influence in the North and 
win over others, until in the end they had 
the confidence of the bulk of the Northern 
Unionists. But there were certain 
obstacles first to be removed. 


ECONOMIC ISSUE 


On the economic side, what assurances 
was the President prepared to give in 
regard to Northern shipbuilding and linen 
industries in the event of their separating 
from the British Commonwealth; h@d he 
any market to offer for one or the other, 
and what did he propose to do about the 
employment of thousands of people 
engaged therein. Had he any alternative 
market to offer for their agricultural pro- 
duce. There were, no doubt, other 
economic difficulties. Certain industries 
had been created in Southern Ireland that 
might, perhaps, be imperilled by competi- 
tion from the North if the boundary were 
suddenly removed. He did not believe 
that that would be a fatal obstacle ; a way 
could always be found to do equity in 
industries as between our own area and 
those in Northern Ireland. But he did 
think that if they were In ecarnest 
about the question they should bear 
matters like these in mind when setting up 
new enterprises in the Irish Free State. 
and try to avoid those industries which 
would suffer in competition with the 
North. 

Turning to the political aspect, Mr. Mac- 
Dermot said that one of the first difficulties 
was Republicanism, and he could not help 
feeling sad about that, because he’ believed 
honestly that Republicanism was a sham, 
and would not be a real obstacle. In saying 
that, he did not mean to be offensive. A Re- 
public for the thirty-two counties was ob- 
viously impossible; a Republic for the twenty- 
six counties was possible, but the Government 
had not the sm intention of declaring it 
and facing its economic consequences, and as 
far as he could see nobody wanted it. The 
two people in Ireland who came nearest to 
wanting it were Professor Tierney and him- 
self, because they thought the moral effects 
would be so great as to make up for the 
immediate economic effects. The only alter- 
native to these was a Republic within the 
Empire, and so far as he could see that kind 
of Republic would satisfy no Republican feel. 
ing in this country. So far as there was any 
Republican feeling it was based on the idea 
that the British Empire was immoral, and 
that the country ought not to be tangled up 
with it in its foreign affairs or its wars. He 
could not-conceive the meaning of any Repub- 
lic within the Empire unless it was so tangled 
uP and, therefore, Republicanism was a 

, and the profession of it should not con- 
stitute an obstacle to a union with Northern 
Ireland.

Y a majority of 26 votes to 16 the motion 
“That this House would welcome an 
Irish-speaking State?” was rejected 

after a debate held last-night by the College 
Historical Society. 

Professor Eoin MacNeill. presided. 

Mr. W. L McCutcheon, Record Secretary, 
who proposed the affirmative, said that the 
motion embodied the purpose which the Irish 
nation, as at present constituted, was striving 
to .attam. -The- irish State which he 
envisaged, and which should preferably take 
the form .of a republic, would not be an 
insular State, nor would it be walled off 
from the culture of the outside world. The 
Irish language would be reserved for literary 
and everyday use, for intellectual and 
spiritual purposes, while English would be 
kept for commerce aud the other base uses 
for which it was eminently suitable. 

Mr. cDowell, correspondence 
secretary, who proposed the negative, said 
that in a politician, if he spoke Gaelic, it did 
rot seem to matter whether he had any know- 
ledge of stateamanship, politics or anything 
else. If the State was to tell the people 
what language they were to speak he feared 
it would tell them what to say, and gradually 
would do all the talking itself—a state of 
affairs to which he felt sure the Gaelic League 
would not object at all. 

Mr. J. Heavey said that his reason for 
supporting the motion was that he wanted to 
see a civtheation in this country which was 
based on national culture. ‘ 


*“ OPPOSED TO PROGRESS '' 


Mr. R. P. C. Hanson, for the negative, 
ferred to Mr. de Valera’s statement that lie 
would like to see only native. Irish teachers 
iu the schools, That attitude he described 
as one of appalling injustice, and as typical 
of the whole language movement. Was it 
not rank imjustice. he asked, that because 
they happened to be born in a certain small 
fringe of country and happened to have 
spoken Irish from the ¢radle that certain 
people should be made the teachers of the 
country, while others with equal, if not 
better, qualifications were ruled out? 

Mr. Maurice Healy, who supported the 
motion, said that the Irish language could be 
revived only if it was freed from the shackles 
of those people who advocated compulsory

() Reservoir Bill, 1936, in the Dail 
yesterday, 

Mr. LEMASS, Minister for Industry and 
Commerce, moved a money resolution 
authorising the payment of moneys to enable 
the Electricity Supply Board to impound the 
waters of the River Liffey to generate elec- 
tricity 

Mr. McGILLIGAN (U.L., Nat. Univ.) said 
that the resolution meant an expenditure of 
over half a million pounds, and he thought 
they were entitled to have in the library 
of the House the reports of the experts who 
advised the Electricity Board on the Liffey 
scheme. 

Mr. LEMASS said that the position was 
different from that which existed in 1925, 
when the Board was set up. 
was now in existence, and the present scheme 
was an extension of its development. 

Mr. McGILLIGAN said that the Board 
"was á éreatute body of the Government, and 
whenever it wanted to expend a large sum 
of money it had to go to the Dail for it. 
Under these circumstances he felt that the 
reports of the experts, on the strength of 
which the money was being spent, should be 
laid before the eng 

Mr. LEMASS replied that the arrangements 
ander which the Board was proceeding with 
the construction of certain works on the Liffey 
rather thaii waiting until there was a need, 
irom their pomt of view, for these works did 
not involve additional expenditare. In fact, 
it was more economical to proceed as at 
present intended rather than take the con- 
struction of the whole works at once, while 
at the same time it permitted of the more 
urgent needs of the Dublin Corporation for a 
city water supply being met. He thought 
they must place their reliance on the E.S.B. 
to ensure that these works would be sound 
from an engineering point of view, and he did 
not think st would be right for the Minister 
or his officials to put bis or their opinion 
above the opinion of the Board’s experts in 
that matter. 

Mr. McGILLIGAN, in the absence of the 
experts’ reports, challenged a division, and 
the resolution was carried by 59 votes to 36. 


THE BILL IN COMMITTEE 


The House then went into consideration of 
the Reservoir Bill in Committee. 

Mr. DOCKRELL (U.L.,. County Dublin) 
moved an amendment to secure that the Board 
shall not at any time reduce the average 
flow of water in the River Liffey during any 
week from lst April to Wth September below 
the average tlow during such periods in the 
five years ending 1936. 

He said that the object of the amendment 
was to safeguard th fisheries. 

Mr. LEMASS said that the proposed new 
works would not interfere with the fisheries. 
ihe main purpose of the bill was to confirm 
the agreement between the E.S.B. and the 
Dublin Corporation, and one of the items of 
the arrangement was for the discharge of 
water. The flow would always be maintained 
at an average. Power was taken for the 
Minister for Fisheries to have consultations, 
and these powers wonld be exercised to 
secure that the damage done to the fisheries 


would be kept to a minimum. The damage 
done to the Shanvon fisheries was very slight, 
and as a result of a new arrangement 'n 
regard to these fisheries it was hoped that 
they would become a national asset 
In regard to the deputy’s question as vo 
the capacity of the new reservoir compared 
with Roundwood, the new works were being 
constructed for another purpose, and the 
capacity of the reservoir would be from fifteen 
to twenty times the capacity of Roundwood. 
The quantity of water to be run off was fixed 
amendment by Mr. Dockrell covering 
these points was withdrawn.

ENGLISH APPLE 
REQUIREMENTS 


INCREASING HOME 
PRODUCTION 


from the remarks of Mr. H. V. Taylor, 

A.R.C.S., B.Se., of the British Ministry 
of Agriculture, on “ England’s Requirements 
of Apples,’ in an address at the British 
Empire Club, London. 

The total quantity of apples imported into 
the United Kingdom in 1955, he said, 
amounted to 7,2/2,000 cwts., or 21,000,000 
bushels. Even this amount showed a decline 
of aboyt 6 per cent. as compared with the 
average of the three preceding years. 


IMPORT DUTIES HELP 
EMPIRE TRADE 


In 1951 (the last year in which free trade 
ruled for apple imports) 58.5 per cent. of the 
import apples were of foreign origin and 41.5 
per cent. of Empire origin. By a change in 
the fiscal policy imports of apples from 
foreign sources were subject to a tax of 
4s. 6d. per cwt. on entry, while imports from 
Empire sources continued to enter free of 
auty. 

The effect was instantaneous and important 
for supplies from foreign sources decreased 
definitely and supplies from Empire sources 
increased. Year by year the proportions 
changed in favour of the Empire, so that m 
1934 the apples of the Empire formed 76 per 
cent, of the total imports, and provided the 
conditions continue there seems no reason 
why this increase in Empire apples, at the 
expense of the foreign, should not continne.

EXPANSION OF THE HOME 


INDUSTRY 

In 1874 the acreage of orchards of all kinds 
in Great Britain was 148,221 acres; in 1904 
it was 243.008 acres, and little or no further 
expansion took place until 1952, when a 
further increase was made—probably as a 
result of the application of tariffs to imported 
apples. In 1931 the acreage to orchards in 
England and Waies was 244,778 acres (almost 
the same as in 1904), yet by 1955 the area 
had expanded to 262,115 acres, or an increase 
of over 17,000 acres in four years. From 
1904-24 it was widely believed that the home 
climate was less favourable for apple pro- 
duction than that of the United States and 
parts of the Empire, and as a result there 
was little enthusiasm for apple growing. Re- 
search work has convinced growers that the 
climate was less at fault than the method 
adopted, and that by spraying and manures 
good crops could be produced. 

New plantings to modern. varieties have 
been made, A survey conducted in Kent in 
1931 in young orchards below ten years of 
age showed that the varieties planted were in 
the following proportions :—Bramley Seed- 
ling, 59; Newton Wonder, 21; Worcester 
Pearmain, 22; Cox’s Orange Pippin, 20. Now 
the proportion of dessert to cooking would 
be higher. 

Orchardists have installed elaborate 
machinery for securing efficient spraying of 
their trees, and the larger growers have 
erected gas stores for storage purposes. Pack- 
ing stations equipped with grading 
machinery are now common in most fruit 
districts, whilst the supply of expert graders 
and packers is now large 

The home industry, in short, has developed 
an enthusiasm for efficiency that was not 
existent twenty years ago. Furthermore, they | 
have captured a spirit of adventure for at- 
tempting to pronase apples of market quality, 
coupled with proper systems of rading, 
ns and storage. . ey feel that the 
ome grower can enjoy much more oí the 
apple business. 

This is already bearing fruit—out of every 
100 apples eaten in 1924 only 25 were grown 
in the United Kingdom; were supplied 
from Empire sources and 38 from the United 
States of America. In 1934, out of every 100 
apples 57 were grown in the United King- 

om, 32 were supplied from Empire sources 
and 11 from foreign eountries. It is true that 
crops in 1934 were heavy, but it indicates 
> Ma quota to be expected from home 
8u 168. 

t is evident from these figures that growers 
m Great Britain and in other guste ef the 


Empire are capturing more and more of the 
trade, and in favourable years, such as im 
1934, that the home grower is able to supply 
a much larger proportion of apples of a 
suitable market standard than has hitherto 
been the case.
